Tutorial: 

For the face, concealer was applied to blemishes and the under eye area and the foun¬ 
dation was applied all over the face and blended into the neckline and set with translu¬ 
cent powder. Love+ was applied to the cheekbones and up around the temples with a 
fluffy brush. Then, with a very small brush, Bulletproof was applied in circular shapes 
randomly over the red eyeshadow. Then, the liquid eyeliner was applied over the top 
to darken them. Liquid eyeliner was then applied to the waterline (being careful) and 
to the upper lashline and mascara was applied to the upper lashes, with a thin coat. 

The Silver Iridescent eyeshadow was applied to the inner corner of the eye, brow bone, 
bridge of the nose and cupid's bow. A nude lipstick was used on the lips as the eye and 
face makeup was dramatic. 

This look might be suited for fancy dress or for photoshoots! 

Please note: I no longer use MAC makeup due to their decision to test on animals for the 
distribution of their products in China. Barry M, Lime Crime and Sugarpill don't test on 
animals! Hooray!

Medusa as a portrait on my leg, represents 
how I was when I was younger. I went 
from being a girl who was the nerd in 
class, that was made fun of for looking 
like a geek with glasses, who was always 
on the honour roll, to the girl that they all 
chased after, who wouldn't give them the 
time of day. Deep down inside, I'll always 
be that nerdy girl who values talent and 
intelligence, instead of fawning over some 
muscle bound idiot. I remember the first 

day I walked into highschool, without 
glasses or my hair tied back, and some guy 
almost hit a pole staring at me... I thought 
I had something on my face... even my first 
day in class when the guys were staring at 
me... I had to go to the washroom a few 
times to check if I had something on my 
face, it didn't occur to me that I was even 
the slightest bit aesthetically appealing. 

It taught me something about males, 
and therefore I was terrible to any male I 
came in contact with who had an interest 
in me... because I felt nothing for any of 
them.

admittedly I can see both sides of that 
coin. I’m happy that anyone can pick up 
a camera and be creative, but then you do 
see some work from ‘photographers’ that 
is pretty awful. It doesn't bother me in the 
slightest really, people have their opinions 
about my work and most of it is very good 
so I’m happy. 

Did you study photography at college? 
What have you learned since leaving? 

I studied at Leicester College on the 
BTECH National Diploma level 3 and 
then at University College Falmouth on 
the BA(HONS) Photography. I'd easily 
say that the ND was the most practical 
learning experience of the two. Learning 
about apertures, shutters, ISO's, film 
developing, printing in the darkroom 
and all the other cool stuff you do at the 
beginning. My University experience 
however was much more self learning 
focused. Whilst during uni hours my time 
was spent contextualizing and picking 
apart the construct of images and using 
theoretical theories to analyse the sub text 
and underlying meaning of an image, my 
night time and weekend hours were spent 
researching and trying out lighting setups, 
photoshop techniques and developing 
the appropriate communication skills 
between photographer, model, client etc. 
If there’s one thing I think photographers 
need to learn more than anything it’s how 
to interact appropriately with models. 

Where did you start after leaving 
college? After University I spent 2 years 
living and shooting freelance in my uni 
town, splitting my time between day jobs, 
regular clients and new upcoming models. 
I then moved to London to work as a 
studio assistant at Spring studios, which 
for a time was good. But the daunting task 


or paying so much for rent and general 
living costs soon got the better of me so I 
decided to move back to Leicester, were I 
am now very happy and big things are on 
the horizon! 

What are your personal influences of 
artists/photographers? There are so 
many influences that I couldn't sit here 
and name them all, but off the top of my 
head I would have to say that my main 
influences and sources of inspiration 
are; Photographers Steave Neaves, Julian 
Kilsby, Tom Barnes, Scott Chalmers and 
Moritz Maibaum. My favourite model 
who I have yet to shoot is Nina Kate. Make 
up artist Alice Bizarre is always inspiring, 
and Digital painter Michaelo. 

What subjects do you like to work with 
best? I definitely enjoy working with 
people more than anything else, when 
you’re on location or in the studio with a 
model, make up artist and hairstylist etc 
the back and forth in creative input is just 
fantastic. Watching so many faces light up 
as you show them the back of the camera 
is a great feeling! 

Do you have any equipment preferences? 

I prefer shooting on Canon cameras and 
the 1.2 50mm prime L series lense is just 
a dream. My preference in lighting would 
be Profoto or Elinchrom. 

If you could afford any piece of 
equipment out there what would it be? 

If I could afford any piece of equipment 
it would hands down be the Hassleblad 
H4D60. In my opinion the best quality 
you can possibly buy on the market. That 
or a fibre optics kit for shooting intricate 
jewellery still life shots. 
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How does/has being based in Cornwall/ 
Devon affect your client base in 
comparison to London/Leicester? eg: 
local clients/national? It was very difficult 
building a client base in Cornwall, whilst 
there were many smaller clients, the need 
for large scale photographic projects was 
pretty scarce. In London the problem 
is that there were too many... Too many 
photographers, to many everything and 
it was never about what you knew it was 
always who you knew. So cutting, whilst 
trying to balance funding for living in in 
such a small time frame was very difficult. 
Now that I’m back in Leicester though its 
good. 1 have much lower outgoings and 
can spend for more time chasing clients 
and shooting new models. As Leicester 
is in the midlands its also quite central to 
the rest of the UK! 

How does having a website/Facebook 
help your business? Without Facebook I 
would quite simple not be were I am today, 
slate it all you will but I’m very happy 
with how the social networking scene has 
helped me! My website is simple a backup 
for people to see that I am legitimate 
photographer, I cant see it getting that 
much traffic to be honest. 

Do you sell your work to image banks/ 
galleries? It’s not something I've gotten 
into yet, but when the time is right I think 
i will definitely sort something out for it. I 
don’t want to rush into a gallery. 

What subjects personally do you love 
to shoot? As you probably guessed 
my favourite subject to shoot is latex 
fashion. There’s something so satisfying 
about it, and before some of you think 
to yourselves ‘well, that’s because you get 
to see scantily clad ladies all day’ I'm not 


gonna lie it’s a perk but what really makes 
me enjoy what I do is all the set up and 
preparation of a normal fashion shoot 
with the added attitude, catching the 
shine of the latex and pure wow factor of 
some of the amazing outfits and hair and 
elaborate hair and make up that goes with 
it. It is my continuing goal try help bring 
the 'alternative' artistic communities to a 
more public eye and acceptance. 


Hi Lu Zero, how have you been? Yeh, 
really awesome. 

How did you get yourself involved in 
the project? I have followed Annabelle's 
work for a while and when I Annabelle 
contacted me to model for Violaceous I 
jumped at the chance.

I’ve recently worked 
Alternative Fashion Week which was an 
amazing experience. I’m attending a few 
conventions for my agency Dark Arts and 
I’ve a few more shoots on the way. I’m also 
working on collaborations on my own 
clothing line. And of course I would love 
to work with Annabelle and Joseph in the 
future.

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What's it like being an alternative 
model and how do you think it differs 
from being a commercial model? It's 
great being an alternative model! I love 
the freedom of it, as you don't have any 
pressure to be stick skinny or be a certain 
way. Plus, pretty much all the alternative 
models I've met have been lovely and 
friendly, and think the same way about the 
industry as me. As long as I can remember 
I've always loved having piercings, tattoos 
and crazy hair, so the fact that this industry 
lets me be myself is amazing. I've always 
found that being an alt model is all about 
who you are on the inside and letting that 
come through, without feeling like you're 
going to be judged - it's all about the mind 
frame you're in. 

How was your shoot with Lucy? It was 

AWESOME. She's a fantastic person and 
really easy to work with. I love meeting and 
working with new people, so when I worked 
with her is was a great day, and she also 
provided me with pizza before the shoot, 
which is a thumbs up in my book haha! 

What do you think is that makes Lucy 
stand out from the crowd and why 
their work is so good? I think she has 
a very distinct eye for a great shot, and 
if she knows something isn't working 
she'll just move on quickly without being 
awkward about it. She's very honest and 
encouraging, and knows how to get you to 
a place where you're getting amazing shots. 
When you work with someone new there's 
a sense of trust you have to give them to 
know that they know what they're doing, 
and she really does. I'm still in awe at the 
photos we came up with together - I don't 
know how she made me look so great! 



Do you have any other experience in the 
modelling industry? Not particularly, but 
I am a freelance journalist in my spare time 
and occasionally write articles or small 
pieces for online sites, and am looking to 
branch that out more into writing about 
modelling. 

Out of all of the photos the photographer 
took of you, which is your favourite and 
why? I think the headshot that she took 
of me is ace. There's something really cool 
and sexy about it without it being sleazy, 
and the makeup that Hayley Stott did was 
just so amazing that I wanted it to stay on 
forever! 

It is often said that a model should have 
a good personality. What personality 
traits do you think you have that should 
make you a good model? The way I 
always look at it is if I wouldn't act that

I think you should never get 
complacent as a model because the harsh 
reality is that the industry can be very 
fickle and by being too big-headed you can 
potentially get replaced by a bigger, better 
model. I'm a very laid back person and try 
not to take things too seriously, and that 
makes working with new people so much 
fun. I always treat people with a very 
friendly attitude and with respect, and I've 
not had any complaints, so hopefully I'm 
doing something right! 

What’s your favourite outfit that you 
have worn for a shoot? ( oh, that's a tough 
one! I have worn some really cool stuff so 
it's hard to pick one outfit, but I think one 
of my favourites was this outift that I wore 
for a latex designer called Shhh! Couture 


recently, which was one that she custom 
made for me and was pink and jade green 
with heart appliques. It was so fun to wear 
and I loved the clash of the two colours, 
which is something she masters perfectly! 

Outside of modeling, do you have any 
other passions? Definitely music! I don't 
think I could live without it really -1 mean, 
whenever my iPod runs out of battery I 
die inside a little bit haha. I love going to 
gigs, and I do a lot of freelance writing for 
a print/website called Sonic Shocks which 
is so much fun and means I get to meet a 
lot of amazing, inspiring bands. I also used 
to be a lead singer for years, but haven't 
been on stage for a while which is a shame 
as I'd LOVE to get back into it. Being on 
stage behind a microphone is one of the 
best feelings in the world, hands down! 
Also, my jewellery company is a huge part 
of my creative outlet and I love sitting 
around making little glittery necklaces 
and studded rings. Plus it means I get free 
j ewellery for life, which is a bonus! 

If you could be one person for the day, 
who would you be? Motley Crue's tour 
manager back in the 80s. I think that 
would been the most insane, debauchery- 
filled day of my life! 

If you could be in charge of Elite for a 
week, what would you do?
